Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

During a telephone interview with applicant's representative, Mr. Andrew Melick argued that Comparative Example D, 
which has an untreated copper for roughness of 0.8 pm, of the instant specification corresponds to the untreated 
copper foil of Wolski et al. The examiner respectfully disagrees that Comparative Example D corresponds to the 
copper foil of Wolski et al., because the roughness of the copper foil of Wolski et al., as shown in Table 2, has a 
different roughness than that of Comparative Example D. Furthermore, the electrolyte compositions and electrolysis 
conditions of Wolski et al., as shown in Table 1, are different from that of the instant specification as shown in Table 3. 
Therefore, the copper foil of Comparative Example D do not correspond to the copper foil of Wolski et al.
